Police Drill and Football 


| Teams Lead Forces 


Squad of 106 Will Patrol 
Streets at Night 


Athletes to Work Overtime 
_ to Fight Gangsters — 


The “hot spots” in Los Angeles 
are about to be cooled and the 
clusters of little colored pins which, 
on the police 
crime charts 
mark crime cen- 
ters or, in police }i@ 
vernacular, “hot § ga 
spots,” probably 
will not cluster > 
quite so close to- 
gether if the ath- 
letes of the po- 
lice department 
can help it. 

Yesterday the 
entire police drill 
team together 
with the police 
football team 
acting as shock 
troops were 
thrown into the 
battle against violent crime by Chief 
of Police Davis and will go into action 
tonight. They will be under the 
direct command of Acting Inspector 
of Detectives Joseph Taylor and wil 
operate from the detective bureau. 


WORK OVERTIME 
The police drill team, one of the 
finest bodies of young athletes ‘n 


the police department, is made up 
of seventy men. The police football 


squad is composed of thirty-six men. 
The entire body of 106 officers have 
volunteered, it was announced by 
Chief Davis, to work from two to 
three hours overtime so as to he 
able to cover the city from darkness 
to dawn of each day. 
* The formation of new crime 
crushing squad came yesterday on 
the heels of four daylight hold-ups 
reported to the police and a study 
of the crime charts which showed 
that burglars had entered and robbed 
thitty-four houses during the past 
twenty-four hours. 

From what could be learned from 


Chief of Detectives Cline and In- 
spector Taylor the new detail will 
be formed into a police division and 
will operate om the city streets in 
plain clothes and at night. 


HOT SPOT COOLERS 


Study of crime charts at Central 
Police Station, Chief Cline says, shows 
that some sections of the city have 
suffered from violent crimes, hold- 
ups, burglaries, assaults and grand 
jlarceny more than othérs. It is 
into these districts that the new 
police division will be thrown never 
striking in the same spot twice and 
always operating without warning. 
With -the seventy men from the 
drill team will come Police Lieuten- 
ant Justin, the drill master, who will 
assist Inspector Taylor, and his 
group of police sergeants. With the 
police football team. will come no 
police high officers, as the entire 
the team captain retain charge 
of his squad. : 
Among the duties of the new police 
division will be a check-up on ‘all 
suspicious characters found in the 
sections of the city where the di- 
vision operates and a close question- 
ing of persons who have no visible 
means of support. In all cases when 
ts are arrested they will be 
taken to the police detective bureau 
for questioning and all cases will be 
followed up by the regular detectives 
so that the new division may be kept 
in the field in full strength.. 


WINNING BATTLE 

“We are fighting crime in this city 

as hard as we can,” declared 
Chief Davis yesterday after he had 
announced the formation of the new 
police division. “We do not feel that 
we are losing the fight. In fact, we 
beliéve, and the figures will show it, 
that we are winning. At the same 
time I am far from being satisfied 
and will continue to do everything 
within the power of the department 
to drive from Los Angeles the many 
eastern crooks who have flocked into 
the city this winier, just the same 
as they have been doing for many 
years past. 
“I believe that the new police di- 
vision formed today will go a long 
way toward the end for which I 
have been striving and 1 believe the 
spirit shown by these 106 officers to 


the
